A look back at Wilmington of yesteryear... 
Plowing the future site of the Farmers Market 


By LARZ F. NEILSON 

WILMINGTON - On Sunday, 
a farmers’ market will open 
on the lawn where the Swain 
School once stood, at the cor- 
ner of Middlesex Avenue and 
School Street. It is a fitting 
place for such. 

That lawn was originally 
graded by Herbert C. 
Barrows, the same man for 
whom the high school audito- 
rium is named. Barrows was 
a farmer and a_ long-time 
town official who was hon- 
ored for not missing a town 
meeting in 60 years. He was 
chairman of the committee 
that built the Swain School 
(originally the high school) in 
1914, and he excavated the 
cellar hole and graded the 
lawn, with horses providing 
all the power. 

Prior to becoming a school 
site, the field. was owned by 
Charles Osbon and was the 
site of plowing competition 
during Old Home Week. 
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The Internal Revenue Service is 
still trying to find undisclosed off- 
shore financial accounts that 
haven’t been taxed properly.

Today, some homeowners 
take pride in creating a hand- 
some mowing pattern on their 
lawns. In days gone by in 
Wilmington, farmers would 
take similar pride in plowing 
their fields straight and true. 
In the late 1800s, the Farmers 
and Mechanics Club conduct- 
ed plowing competition 
among the local farmers. The 
work, of course, was all pow- 
ered by horses, so the compe- 
tition was largely. about who 


could best control his, work , 
horses. 


William Henry Carter, oth- 
erwise known as Bill Hen 
Two, was a consistent winner 
of the competition. Another 
contestant was “Braybo,” 
Fred Brabant, a teamster 
who worked for Bill Hen Two. 
Others included Christian 
“Pop” Neilson, Charlie 


Blaisdell, Edward “Governor” . 


Taylor, high school principal 
Frank Carter, known by his 
bright red shirt and high 
leather boots, and a town 
farm team, driven by the 
farm superintendent, a man 
by the name of Spaulding. 

Spaulding desperately want- 
ed to beat Bill Hen Two. One 
year, he bought an experi- 
enced team that Bill Hen Two 
had previously used, leaving 
the latter to train a team of 
green horses. Nonetheless, 
Bill Hen Two still won. 

He said he won the contests 
the same way he plowed his 
fields: take it easy, do a good 
job, and never swear at the 
horses. 

Bill Hen Two was known in 
his family simply as Henry. 
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The nickname came from 
there being another William 
Henry Carter in town, who 
was a selectman and town 
clerk. Bill Hen Two lived on 
Shawsheen Avenue at the cor- 
ner of Bridge Lane. He was 
the town highway superinten- 
dent, for which he received 
$75 a year, plus labor. In the 
1903 town report, that 
amounted to $384. 

The plows used in the com- 

tition were the Oliver 
Chilled Plow No. 40, pulled by 


two-horse teams with the dri- 


ver walking behind. 

An earlier site used for 
plowing competition was a 
field where St. Thomas 
Church now stands. It was 
part of the Thomas Bond 


estate. Later, the competition 
was held at the corner of 
Middlesex Avenue and 
Federal Street. That large 
field had once been used for 
training militia. It is not 
known when the last plowing 
competition was held there, 
but the field showed the fur- 
rows from that competition 
until about 1950, when a new 
owner plowed and planted the 
field. 

In many New England 
towns, “the _town common 
would be the site of such 
activities, but Wilmington 
had no common until about 
1882, when Sabra Carter pro- 
vided in her will for the pur- 
chase of land for a town com- 
mon.

Local vegetables, meat, fish, coffee, and more! 


WILMINGTON - After more 
than a year of monthly meet- 
ings, plans, and more meet- 
ings, the Wilmington Farmers 
Market will open for an inau- 
gural nine-week season begin- 
ning Sunday, July 10, from 
12:30 p.m. to 3:30 p.m.

Those who have 
lived in Wilmington for some 
time will know this area as the 
former site of the Swain 
School. 

Opening day looks to be a 
fun and engaging event. State 
Representative James Miceli 
will be on hand for the official 
ribbon cutting ceremony, 
Wilmington Dance Company’s 
performance team will enter- 
tain everyone at 1:30 p.m., and 
local musician Ron DiTullio 
will be on hand with his guitar 
and harmonica. Vendors on 
opening day include those who 
will be in attendance through- 
out the season: three farms, a 
grass-fed beef vendor, a 
seafood vendor, two bakeries, 
and a coffee roaster among 
others. Making a one and only 
appearance will be a knife 
sharpener, so be sure to bring 
that favorite chef’s knife or 
those dull kitchen shears that 
you’ve been meaning to do 
something about. The Book 
Store Next Door will also be 
on hand, to promote the fact 
that they will be open on 
Sundays while the market is 
open, and the Women of 
Wilmington will be featured at 
the Community Table. 

Some. may have attended 
farmers markets before, since 
more and more of them are 
popping up in the area as peo- 
iss seek food that has been 
locally grown. Andover, 
Bedford,. and Woburn - to 
name a few nearby towns - all 
have started farmers market 
in the past five years or less. 
If a farmers market is a*new 
experience for you, here’s 


what you can expect at the 
market: the farmers who grow 
produce or raise animals for 
meat or eggs sell directly to 
customers. You can select 
from an exciting array of sea- 
sonal fruit and vegetables, as 
well as seafood, baked goods, 
and other foods produced 
locally. You will meet the peo- 
ple who are actually growing 
or producing the food you eat. 
Most farmers enjoy answering 
questions about their produce 
and about farming in general. 
Along with the farms and 
others that will be on hand 
each week, the market will 
also have other occasional

Fund DC ("Liberty Fund 
DC") is a nonprofit organiza- 
tion incorporated in the 
District of Columbia. 

The Liberty Fund DC 
believes that a memorial to 
African Americans of the 
Revolutionary War will 
inspire youth to achievement 
and exemplary citizenship. 
The memorial will demon- 
strate historic African 
American values at work in 
the founding of the nation and 
in the achievement of liberty. 

Organizers believe the 
National Liberty Memorial 
will promote healing of long- 
festering wounds that date 
from slavery and the battle 
against segregation and dis- 
crimination. 

Once the memorial is con- 
structed, organizers say that 
interactive programs will edu- 
cate citizens about the contri- 
butions of African Americans 
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to the Revolutionary War and 
their influence on subsequent 
generations. 

The memorial will encour- 
age genealogical and histori- 
cal research to uncover con- 
nections between these forgot- 
ten patriots and Americans 
from all backgrounds. 

According to information 
provided by the National Mall 
Liberty Fund, there were 
approximately 500,000 African 
Americans in America when 
the Revolutionary War began - 
- about 20 percent of the popu- 
lation. Most were held in 
servitude against their will. 
Between 1775 and 1783, an 
estimated 5,000 to 10,000 
enslaved and free blacks vol- 
untarily fought in the army, 
navy and militia. They served 
side-by-side with whites in all 
of the major battles, from 
Lexington and Concord to 
Yorktown. 

Initially, blacks were 
barred from service for fear 
they might be untrustworthy. 
Free blacks of Boston, who 
were already serving, protest- 
ed. And the order partially 
was reversed. By 1778, as the 
war effort was sagging, 
African Americans were wel- 
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CONCEPTUAL DESIGN - While no design aE has been selected for the 
National Liberty Memorial, this conceptual design was executed in 2005. Elements 
of any future design will include figurative sculpture bounded by a green land- 
scaped precinct and wall of relief sculpture and engravings. The design will pull 
the surrounding landscape, including other memorials and historic buildings and 
events associated with them, into the precinct to tell the story of African 
Americans during the Revolutionary War.

comed, and efforts were initi- 
ated to raise all-black regi- 
ments. 

African American soldiers 
hailed from all the original 
states, but a majority were 
from the North. Spanish 
Louisiana under Bernardo de 
Galvez enlisted hundreds 
locally and from foreign 
sources to support the 
Americans. Most served in 
integrated units, although 
Rhode Island and 
Massachusetts boasted 
notable all-black regiments. 

Many blacks served as sub- 
stitutes for their masters, 
fought alongside them or ran 
away and enlisted - some- 
times under assumed names 
to hide their identity.

Wilson) and this friend the 
tow truck Mater (Larry the 
Cable Guy) take their 
friendship to exciting new 
places when they head over- 
seas to compete in the first- 
ever World Grand Prix to 
determine the world's 
fastest car. _ 

But the road to the cham- 
pionship is filled with plenty 
of potholes, detours and 
hilarious surprises when 
Mater gets caught up in an 
intriguing adventure of his 
own: international espi- 
onage.

“GREEN LANTERN” 
GRADE: ** 


In a summer filled with 
movies about comic book 
superheroes, this film falls 
short of those that have 
already hit the screen, 
Lacking in plot, heart, and 
acting performances, it 
hopes to dazzle and draw in 
audiences based on its 3D 
special effects. 


For those unfamiliar with 
the plot of the long-running 
DC Comics series, the story 
unfolds like this: In a uni- 
verse as vast as it is myste- 
rious, a small but powerful 
force has existed for cen- 
turies. Protectors of peace 
and justice, they are called 
the Green Lantern Corps. 

A brotherhood of war- 
riors sworn to keep inter- 
galactic order, each Green 
Lantern wears a ring that 
grants him superpowers. 
But when a new enemy 
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called Parallax threatens to 
destroy the balance of 

in the Universe, their 
fate and the fate of Earth lie 
in the hands of their newest 
recruit, the first human ever 
selected: Hal Jordan (Ryan 
Reynolds). 

Hal is a gifted and cocky 
test pilot, but the Green 
Lanterns have little respect 
for humans, who have never 
harnessed the infinite pow- 
ers of the ring before. 

’ Jordan is a hot-shot and 
reckless test pilot for Ferris 
Aircraft, who was dating 
the owner's twentysome- 
thing test pilot daughter 
Carol Ferris (Blake Lively) 
before she dumped him as a 
bad risk. He’s always tryi- 
ing to prove he's as fearless 
as his deceased test pilot 
father. His immature 
actions during a test flight 
get him in trouble with his 
boss, but soon afterward 
Hal gets called to the aid of 
a dying alien, Abin Sur 
(Temuera Morrison), who 
crash-landed on Earth after 
losing a fight to the 
Parallax. 

Abin Sur is a Green 
Lantern, who says the ring 
has chosen Hal to take his 
place. With that Hal 
becomes the first human to 
join the Corps of the Green 
Lanterns, uttering the oath 
"Let those who worship 
evil's might beware my 
power — Green Lantern's 
light!” 

Lively is miscast as the 
pilot/executive and roman- 
tic lead, never convincing in 
‘the role. Reynolds doesn’t 
come across as a superhero, 
trying hard to generate 
some laughs in what could 
have been a good action 
movie. It’s hard to pin it all 
on him though, as the script 
seems to be severely lacking 
in all areas.. 


“SUPER 8” 


One of the more antici- 
pated movies of the sum- 
mer, ‘Super 8’ harkens back 
to movies like ‘The Goonies’ 
or ‘E.T’, which celebrated 
the mysteries of childhood 
as much as the elements of 
danger and the unknown 
featured in their plots.

"T am so honored and so 
humbled by this award,” Macy 
said. “To even be considered 
for the Honda award is an 
honor, but to win it is a dream. 
This could not have been pos- 
sible without the support of 
our coaching staff and espe- 
cially my teammates at 
UMass Lowell. The year we 
had was unforgettable and 
everything we accomplished, 
we accomplished together.

Macy was selected from a 
field of 11 Division II finalists 
over 11 different sports. 

Macy is the first to receive 
the honor on several fronts: 
She is the first-ever Division II 
student-athlete from the 
Northeast-10 Conference, New 
England or East Region to 
receive the award. She is also 
the first field hockey player to 
earn the distinction in the 
CWSA program’s 24 years of 
honoring Division II athletes. 

“Sammy’s name is synony- 
mous with passion, pride and 
perseverance,” said UMass 
Lowell head coach Shannon 
Hlebichuk. “She has truly 
embraced the game of field 
hockey and her involvement 
off the field has been remark- 
able.” 

Perhaps UMass Lowell’s 
greatest player, Macy enjoyed 
a storied career in which she 
emerged the program’s all- 
time leading scorer as a jun- 
ior, and capped her career 
with 91 goals and 38 assists 
(220 points). 

Macy was among the cata- 
lysts of UMass Lowell’s 2010 
season which saw the River 
Hawks post a 24-0 record and 
capture their second NCAA 
Championship in six years 
with a 1-0 triumph over 
Shippensburg University. 

Macy scored a single sea- 
son record 30 goals and dished 
out 16 assists and led Division 
II in points per game with 
3.17. She scored two or more 
goals in eight games, notched 
three hat tricks and peaked 
with five goals in a 6-0 win at 
Indiana (Pa.). 

“Sammy not only led the 
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team in scoring for three 
straight years, but she is also 
second among all-time assist 
leaders,” Hlebichuk noted. 
“She is not just a finisher, but 


. a smart playmaker and a self- 


less teammate - a rare combi- 
nation.” 

A three-time All-American, 
Macy led UMass Lowell to a 
four-year record of 81-14 (.853 
winning percentage) which 
included appearances in four 
straight NCAA championship 
games. Additionally, the River 
Hawks captured the NE-10 
Tournament in 2007 and 2010 
as well as the NE-10 regular 
season in 2007, 2008 and 2010. 

Perhaps most impressive, 
Macy came back from anteri- 


or cruciate ligament tears in 
2008 and 2009. “She never 
came back the same player,” 
said Hlebichuk. “She always 
came back even stronger. She 
put in whatever time and 
effort was necessary to rehab 
her knee. She never com- 
plained once.” 

Macy has also been an 
exemplary student and leader 
on campus. She graduated 
with a 3.12 in criminal justice, 
and has been involved in com- 
munity service efforts such as 
Kids Night Out and Bowling 
for Wishes among many other 
initiatives. 

A 2007 graduate of 
Tewksbury H.S., Macy is the

Off Route 93 


Lowell Junction 
Interchange project stalled 


WILMINGTON’) - 
Lowell Junction a he 
project on Interstate 93 pré- 
posed for Wilmington, 
Tewksbury, and Andover, is 
stalled due to a lack of fund- 
ing for the project. 

The project proposes the 
construction of a new inter- 
change on Interstate 93, to be 
located between the Route 125 
and Dascomb Road exits, 
which would open up current- 
ly inaccessible land for devel- 
opment. 

Selectmen reviewed a let- 
ter sent by the Merrimack 
Valley Planning Commission 
(MVPC) - one of three region- 
al planning agencies involved 
in the project - to two state 
agencies imploring them to 
re-engage in the project and 
brainstorm solutions to identi- 
fy funding avenues for the 
interchange. 

Despite a high profile 
meeting last fall at which 
President Obama’s Secretary 
of Transportation, Ray 
LaHood, gave strong support 
of the project and supported a 
plan that would not force local 
access to South Street in 
Tewksbury, no substantive

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meetings between any parties 
have occurred in 2011. 

The letter from the MVPC, 
the regional planning agency 
representing Andover, praised 
the work of Secretary 
Gregory Bialecki of the 
Executive Office of Housing 
and Economic Development 
(EOHED) and _ Secretary 
Jeffrey Mullan of the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Transportation for their work, 
up until this year, “engaging 
the project’s many municipal, 
regional, federal, business, 
and citizen stakeholders.” 

Last year’s debate over the 
geographical scope of the 
project, which not only 
addressed the matter of 
access to local roads, but also 
tied the interchange in with 
an effort to widen the highway 
to the New Hampshire board- 
er, effectively derailed the 
environmental process under- 
way.

The MVPC now must work 
on its Regional 
Transportation Plan and 
needs to include financing for 
the construction of the Lowell 
Junction Interchange project 
in that plan. 

Congresswoman Niki 
Tsongas, who represents 
Tewksbury and Andover in the 
5th Congressional District, 
has maintained strong sup- 
port for the project and, 
according to the letter, her 
office recently suggested that 
federal grants could be pur- 
sued, but, “the State is not at 
the table to suggest who would 
be the applicant or if there is 
any support for such an 
approach.”
